Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 



obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 



(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



3. Claims 16 and 17 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Komoto 
(2001/0015443) in view of Baillie et al. (2004/0021407) further in view of Eida et al. 
(5,909,081) 

Regarding Claims 16 and 17, Komoto discloses a semiconductor light emitting 
device of gallium nitride type mounted on a lead frame with a first and second 
encapsulators provided around the light emitting device. The paragraphs 14 and 15 state 
that the first encapsulator may be made out of inorganic adhesive preferable made of 
SiOH, Si02 or Ti02. Komoto fails to disclose the required alkali earth metal structure 
and the required adhesive layer. However, Baillie et al. disclose luminous materials 
where in claims 3-5 and 38, the required alkaline material is disclosed. Furthermore, 
Eida et al. disclose a multi-color light emission apparatus with organic electroluminescent 
device where in Fig. 10, layer 13 is adhesive layer located on top of supporting 
body/substrate 1 1 . 
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It would have been obvious to one of having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to include the required alkaline earth metal and the required 
adhesive layer in Komoto as taught by Billie et al. and Eida et al respectively, in order to 
have a light emitting device with increased performance.
